principal business of the jaland, Wall, all 
theso beliefs aro wrong, Kiung Chow is a 
very small walled city, Important only as 
the seat of Government, the Taotai, who 
adininisters so. much of the island as the 
Li or Lai permit, residing there, ft is 
cortainly smaller than Hoihow, is meaner, 
muddier, dirtior and poorer in every respett, 
and is reapectable only in its Yamons, which 
are clean and fine looking. Its people are’ 
perfectly civil, but not overburdened with 
trading intelligence... Up tothe time of 
our visit it possessed one Kuropean resident, 
Mons. Chabot, a French priest, who was 
unfortunately absent in the Hills whon.I 
called and not expected back for some 
time, The populace gave us but. little in- 
convenience as we walked round the shops.
